CONDITION OF COTTON, 


The Department's Keport Showe There Is 
Delay in Planting. 
Washington, May 10.—May returns to the 
department of agriculture report delay In the 
work of cotton planting from low temperature, 
drought in many districts and in ome an ex- 
cess of rain. Germination is arrested and the 
plants start slowly. Some replanting will “be 
necessary. It is estimated that 86 per cent of 
the crop is usually planted by the ist of May. 
This year the estimates make only 78. They 
are as follows for the several states: Vir- 
ginia, 34; North Carolina, 70; South Carolina, 
83; Georgia, 85; Florida, 90; Alabama, 83; 
Nississippi, 78; Louisiana, 72; Texas, 8&3; 
Arkansas, 64; Tennessee, 45; average, 78.3 
These figures represent the proportion or 
prcposed area already planted, and show that 
planting is materially later than usual Some 
Indication is given of the intended area as 
compared with that of last year. pis ditiicult 
forecast the result that was partially in ‘he 
ture, and averages are only given to show 
what the correspondents believed to be the 
intention as to the reduction of the area. The 
ecrvase of area, as irdicated, averages 18.6 
r cent. The percentages are: Virginia, 72; 
North Carolina, 70; South Carolina, ; Geur- 
gia, 88; Florida, 80; Alabama, 85; Mississippi, 
S3; Louisiana, 82; Texas, $2; Arkansas, 80; 
Tennessee, 74; Missouri, 74. It should be 
added that every year the area is reported tuo 
low, and almost every year less than the year 
before, notwithstanding the fact that the act- 
val increase will be more than half a million 
acres per annum. In our formal estimates of 
acreage some nllowance is always made, but 
the percentages above are those of our cor- 
respondents consolidated as reported. The es- 
timate of the acreage will be made on the Ist 
of June, as usual. 


THE GRAIN REPORT. 


The Weather Too Cool for Rapid Growth. 
Yet There Is an Improvement. 


Washington, May 10.—The statistical ro- 
turns of the department of agriculture , for 
May indicate an average condition of 84 for 
wheat, against 81.2 last month. The weather 
has been too cold fer rapid growth, yet the 
crop has improved perceptibly. The change 
in the central whéat region is from 71 to 75 
in Ohio, 83 to 84 in Michigan, 78 to 85 in 
Indiana, 82 to 86 in Illinois, T2 to 74 in Mis- 
souri, and 77 to 80 in Kansas. In Michigan 
the April weather was quite severe, causi 
considerable heaving in clay soils that nearly 
offset, the improvement in other areas. Low 
temperature prevented much improvement in 
Missouri. The condition has slightly de 
clined in Oalifornia, yet the prospect is still 
good on the Pacific coast. The condition of 
rye has advanced from 87 to 88.9. Mowing 
lands have: suffered some loss of condition 
from winter freezing, but make higher ay- 
erage than winter grains, or 89.6 for the en- 

«tire breadth. The condition of pastures av- 
erage 87.5. The proportion of s “ing plow- 
ing usally done on the first of May is a lit- 
tle above three-fourths for the whole coun- 
t or 76.6 per cent, as reported. 

"Whe present season has been cold and un- 
favorable for the rapid progress of spring 
work, and the proportion returned as done 
is ‘only 64.6 per cent. In the eastern states 
the temperature has been high and work is 
more advanced than usual. From Pennsyl- 
vania to Virginia there has been a slight ex- 
cess of rainfall, with a low temperature, 
which has hindered spring work. 

In the central west a slight departure from 
the normal precipitation has occurred, with 
some deficiency of heat, with such distribu- 
tion as to delay farm operations, which are 
not so well advanced as usual in this cegion.

The Strange Bewildering of a Hu- 
man Brain, 


WHICH MAKES THE WORLD A BLANK 


Ex-Officer Tom Aldridge Beconiés De- 
mented After Making an Effort 
to Commit Suicide. 


Tom Aldridge, for a long time a well- 
known member of the police force, occu- 
pies a cell at police headquarters in a de- 
mented condition. 

The iron bars of the city prison are nec- 
essary to restrdin him. His sad condition 
has proved a shock to his many friends. 

Aldridge left the force several months 
ago. He was brought before the commis- 
sioners for conduct unbecoming an officer. 
This grew out of a fight in a newspaper 
office. 

‘he patrolman was found guilty and dis- 
missed. Since then he has been repeated- 
ly out of work. He frequently called at 
police headquarters to see his old fellow 
officers and always maintained the same 
genial manner that has characterized him. 

But about a month ago Aldridge began to 
grow quiet and meditative, often sitting in 
front of the station house as though occupied 
in thought for an hour or more. It gave 
way to his shunning association and the for- 
mer cheerful, pleasant face was gone. 

On Sunday a week ago the ex-officer 
made an effort to end his life. 

He met Captain Crim at Justice Man- 
ning’s court. Walking up to the detective 
he spoke to him for a few minutes and 
then asked to see the officer’s pistol.

W. H. Felton, representing creditors, bond- 
bolders and trustees for bonds under the 
Becond issue, filed a bill of exceptions which 
was also refused and when the day came for 
the sale notice was given that a mandamus 
would be applied for to the supreme court. 
It was, therefore, considered wise not to 
put the property up § for sale with this 
mandamus hanging over it and consequent- 
ly the sale wgs postponed to May 14th. 

It now appears that the mandamus will 
be withdrawn and that the creditors and 
bondholders will not in any way interfere 
with the sale, leaving the property free for 
all bidders. 

The presumption is that the Thomson- 
Houston Electric Company will be the pur- 
chasers and that they have bought up the 
second mortgage bonds in Philadelphia. 

The purchase of the system means an 
extersion of the property and a very much 
improved street car system for Macon.

THE STANDING BOARDS FOR THE YEAR, 


ghe Woman Question Disoussed—Details 
of the Business Transacted During the 
Day and the Closing Scenes. 


The last day of the convention was con- 
tinued by a discussion on the sphere of 
woman's work, and aside from éhis the pro- 

ecedings were altogether unritiled. 


Morning Seasion, 


Yesterday morning’s session of the Bap- 
st convention opened with another breeze. 
on Hawthorne rose to a question of per- 
gonal privilege and told the convention 
what he knew about Dr. Dixon and the 
germon he didn’t deliver in Atlanta. Dr, 
Hawthorne's statement is given in another 
column under a separate head. 


Nashville Selected. 


The next business was the report of the 
committee on the time and place of the 
mext meeting. It was brought in by 
Colon?l B. F. Abbott, and recommended 
the acceptance of Nashville’s invitation, 
which was extended by the Baptists, the 
mayor and the Commercial Club of that 
city. The other invitation was from Dallas, 
Texas. The report was almost unanimous- 
ly adopted, a few Texas delegates voting 
good naturedly in the negative. 


Woman's Work. 


The report on woman’s work started a 
* Miscussion which was warn, but on the 
whole, good natured. 

Dre Gambrell read the report on the sec- 
tion of the foreign mission report relating 
to woman's work. It showed that the wo- 
man’s mission union had collected during 
’ the past year $44,282 at a cost of a little 
over one thousand dollars. ‘This small ex- 

ise of collection Dr. Gambrell declared 

be unparalleled. 

The report contained the word's “the 
largest development of the work within 
scriptural limits.”’ Dr. Gambrell believed 
i scriptura] limits. 

Dr. G. A. Lofton said the greatest dif- 
ficulty in the way of the women is _ the 
men. The great d%scovery of childhood 
and womanhood in the nineteenth century 
has laid strong hold on the women, but 
they meet strong opposition, especially in 
the country, from men who do not under- 
stand the organic connection of the Wo- 
man’s Missionary Union with the conren- 
tion as a subordinate organization, which 
won't let men come near them. The men 
who oppose it are worse than old fogies. 
A day of fasting and prayer ought to be 
appointed for brethren who persist in mis- 
representing this woman's work. They 
thould understand that the women hold 
no other relation to this convention than 
they hold to the churches. 

Women in the Pulpit. 


Rev. Mr. Brown, of Kansas City, said 
the separate work has its rise in a senti- 
ment which pervades the atmosphere, es- 
pecially in the north. It is that women 
ought to do everything men do; that they 
must be taught self-support, to live inde- 
pendent of men. Qhne of the great purposes 
of the schools is to teach them to live inde 
pendently of men—teaching them such 
things as shorthand and typewriting. 

“There are 12,000 women in Kansas 
‘City trying to earn their support,” said he, 
“and 5,000 of them are in boarding houses, 
while the young men who should have mar- 
ried them, go to baseball Sunday after- 
noon and Sunday night to the devil.” 

He had no sympathy for speeches that 
set one sex against another. 

“Men are praying and appealing’ for one 
thing and never praying and appealing for 
another,” he said. “What God bath joined 
together let no man put asunder.” He said 
that in Missouri women go into the pulpit 
every Sunday morning and read the scrip- 
ture and explained it. 

“Is that a common thing?” asked a dele 
gate. x 

“It is a common thing in Missouri,’ 
pe “Now, I suppose from what Dr. 

roadus said about women and the Apostle 
Paul, the southern Baptist convention is 
not ready for that kind of thing, but mark 
my prediction, the turn will come when it 
will be ready for it, thank the Lord.”’ 

“Never! never!” said Dr. Eaton. 

Mr. Brown went on to say that a man’s 
organization does not represent the churches 
and a woman’s organization cannot repre- 
sent the churches. If we are Baptists we 
cannot maintain any such organization. We 
have no scriptural authority for it. None 
that I know of. If so let us hear it on the 
floor of this convention. 

As he closed about twenty men spran 
to their feet crying in chorus, “Mr. Presi- 
dent.” This brought down the house with 
applause. 

Dr. Ford, of St. Louis, was recognized 
and spoke for the report. ; 

“The Bppearance of women in the pulpit,” 
be said, “is only an example of the ex- 
tremes to which we go. on't be afraid 
southern women will ever go to those ex- 
tremes. They are intelligent and know 
propriety. I sey to them in the name of 

, go on in your noble work.” 

Dr. J. B. Craitfill, of Texas, next got the 
floor and convulsed the convention with 
laughter by telling a story that described 
the situation. 

Dr. J. W. Carter, of North Carolina, 
next spoke in opposition to the remarks 
of Mr. Brown, of Kansas City. In reply 
to the remark that there was no scriptural 
authority for the Woman’s Mission Soci- 
ety, he said there was no scriptural author- 
ity for the convention. 

There were calls for the question and the 
chair put it. The ayes were in tremendous 
volume, with only two or three nays. 

Papal Fields. 


Dr. J. C. Heden, of Alabama, read the 
report on missions in papal fields, which 
suggested that the work now going on in 
Italy and Mexico be pushed into France 
and Spain. Dr. Heden spoke of the fitness 
of the missionaries for their work and was 
followed by Dr. W. D. Powell, the Mexi- 
can missionary, who made a_ ringing 
speech on the work there. Theodore Whit- 

eld spoke of the great demand for mis- 
sionaries and of the werk of native con- 
verts. The report was adopted. 

. Pagan Ficlda. 


Dr. Lansing Burrows read the report. on 
pagan fields. More men were asked for the 
work in China and Africa. Rev. J. W. 
Bennett, missionary to Yokohama, in the 
service of the American Mission Union, 
made a strong speech on the Japan mis- 
sions. He was followed by Rey. C. W. 
Pruitt, missionary from China, who spoke 
very briefly. He said that the Chinese are 
breaking away from idols, even those who 
do not profess religion. 

Mr. Pruitt said it was the general opin- 
fon that when a man went to China he 
buried himself. That is. a great mistake, 
and he asserted that a man may develop 
himgelf there as fully as in any other coun- 
try. The opportunities for culture are re 
markably good. 

Dr. Lansing Burrows, Dr. Warder, Dr. 
Harris, Dr. Cranfill and Dr. Crumpton 
were appointed a committee to arrange a 
plan for the distribution of minutes. 

A Smaller Convention in Fature. 


Several attempts to pass aeresolution re- 
ducing the representatidn in the conven- 
tion had been cut off by the lar order 
of business during the earlier days of the 
session, and when the. head of miscellane- 
ous business was reached about 1 o'clock, 
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Afternoon Session. 


The interesting features of the afternoon 
session were the reports on. destitution in 
Louisiana, and on work amoag the German 
popeietion of the United States.

Mr. Brown 
brought in his report again and defended 
it, saying he had not attacked Dr. Tichenor, 
and it was the truth that the home board 
was not doing anything of consequence in 
the way of missions among negroes. If Dr. 
Hawthorne could afford to use the expres- 
sions he had, he could afford to stand it and 
he would treat the matter as if Dr. Haw- 
thorne had not spoken. The report was 
opposed by Dr. Gambrell, of Mississippi, 
and was voted down by the adoption of a 
substitute, offered by Dr. Gambrell, urging 
greater efforts in mission work among 
negroes. Dr. Hawthorne said Mr. Brown 
was down through his own indiscretion and 
he would not pursue him. If he had wound- 
ed his brother’s feelings he would 
gize to him and to the convention. 

Mr. Brown said he had not ealled for a 
funeral oration on himself and had not ap- 
pointed Dr. Hawthorne orator, but if neces- 
sary and Dr. Hawthorne kept up his splen- 
did figures of speech he might Le glad to 
eall on him.

Another Great Convention. 

Today the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers will open its annual national 
convention in this city. 

About five hundred delegates will be in 
attendance, and as many of them bring 
their families with them, it is probable 
that at least 1,500 visitors will be here. 
Atlanta welcomes this great order with 
more than ordinary pleasure. The broth- 
erhood is an old and influential organi- 
zation, noted not only for its love of jus- 
tice but for its conservatism and the wis- 
dom of its methods. It has done more than 
any other single body of men to reconcile 
the sometimes conflicting interests of la- 
bor and capital, and it has never advised 
a course that was calculated to injure 
either or sacrifice one to the other. 

We like these locomotive engineers. 
They are brave, true men, with stout 
hearts and nerves of steel; they have 
been accustomed so long in their danger- 
ous business to watch over the lives and 
property entrusted to their care and skill 
that prudence has become the habit of 
their lives, and they carry it with them 
wherever they go, and especially into the 


deliberations of their councils and con- 


ventions. 

Among the members of the brotherhood 
are men who have shown the highest 
capacity for legislative and executive 
work, and their opinions upon the prob- 
lems of the day have an active influence 
in shaping the laws of the nation and 
public sentiment. 

The opening exercises of the convention 
at DeGive’s opera house, this afternoon, 
will be public, and a general invitation is 
extended to our citizens to be present. 
The delegates during their stay will find 
themselves in the hands of their friends, 
and they do not need a formal assurance 
of the cordial welcome which they will 
see beaming in every face. 

Mr. Watterson Again. 

With admirable energy and earnestness, 
Mr. Watterson continues to urge the dem- 
ocratic party not to commit suicide by 
nominating Mr. Cleveland. Mr. Watter 
son’s views are interesting, not because 
he sees the result of such a misadventure 
more clearly than other democrats who 
keep their eyes open, but because his 


vision is fortified by longer experience. 


Moreover, he looks at the matter from the 
standpoint of a Cleveland boomer. The 
ex-president has had no more faithful 
friend and ally than the editor of The 
Courier-Journal. No democrat has endeay- 
ored more earnestly to adjust the coming 
campaign to the one issue in which Mr. 
Cleveland has any interest. 

Mr. Watterson has been more consist- 
ent in the pursuit of this one issue than 
Mr. Cleveland. As the right-hand man 
of the ex-president, he tells us that Mr. 
Gorman and other democrats had all 
they could do to prevent Mr. Cleveland 
from destroying the effect of his famous 
message; and he tells us also that Mr. 
Cleveland was anxious to go into the cam- 
paign of 1888 on the platform of 1884. 
We regard all this as highly creditable 
to Mr. Cleveland. He saw, as did other 
democrats, that the shape given to the 
tariff issue by his message and the clam- 
ors of democratic hotheads, would prove 
fatal to his party, and he wanted to 
hedge. The Constitution was on precisely 
the same line, and it is glad to give Mr. 
Cleveland the credit of making a serious 
and sensible effort to save the party from 
the results of a tactical error. 

Mr. Watterson has made these interest- 
ing disclosures in order to show that Mr. 
Cleveland is not the chief apostle and 
exponent of tariff reform; that he is not 
the only representative democrat in the 
land. In his latest letter, which we repro- 
duce in part in our news columns, Mr. 
Watterson declares that the great cause 
of honest administration and tariff reform 
lived before Mr. Cleveland was ever 
heard of. He then goes on to show that 
while the nomination of the ex-president 
was both logical and necessary in 1888, 
it is neither necessary nor logical in 1892. 
Democratic defeat may be logical and 
necessary according to the republican 
idea, but Mr. Watterson argues from the 
point of view of a democrat whois both 
earnest and hopeful. Though he is an 
ardent friend and admirer of Mr. Cleve 
land, he perceives that the ex-president

with more certainty or with a greater 
degree of alacrity. 

The refusal of the democratic majority 
to pass a free coinage bill was in the na- 
ture of a disaster. It was an attack on 
that large section of the party which gives 
the organization its strength and power 
in the south. That was a mistake which 
may yet bring about unhappy results. 
But the democrats in the house do not 
seem to be satisfied with that perform- 
ance. They have an idea, apparently, 
that it has not attracted sufficient atten- 
tion. They followed it up by leaving the 
house for many days without a quorum, 
bringing business to a standstill. If the 
business of congress could be carried on 
at a race course the democratic majority 
would be on hand every day in the year 
and Sunday too. 

Little or nothing has been done in the 
way of tariff reform. A few speeches 
have been made on the subject, but there 
has been no earnest and vigorous effort 
to push the matter. Free coinage and 
tariff reform occupy precisely the same 
position in this congress. Both have been 
practically put on the shelf. 

But this is not the worst. Though the 
democrats were elected on a platform of 
economy, the campaign teeming with ar- 
raignments of the billion-dollar congress, 
the present house has mapped out, in 
addition to the billion dollars swamped 
by the republicans, a half billion dollars 
in appropriations. This is about as heal- 
thy a programme as the democrats have 
ever been able to put forward. Instead of 
cutting down the enormous appropria- 
tions of the republicans, the democrats 
propose to add more, and this in the face 
of the fact that the treasury will soon 
have to deal with a deficiency. 

No wonder the republicans sit by and 
grin. “Give them more rope,” says Reed. 
“Egg them on,” says Julius Caesar Bur- 
rows. What do the democrats mean? 
What is the matter with them? At this 
rate, not only Mr. Cleveland, but the 
party itself will be eliminated from the 
next campaign. What is to be thought 
of congressmen. who deliberately sacri- 
fice their party in this fashion? 


Living at Home. 


Out in the country a farmer, when he 
feels prosperous and independent, some- 
times makes use of the phrase: “I live 
at home and board at the same place.” 

There is a world of meaning in this 
boast and very few men can truthfully 
make it. But when a man really lives at 
home he has solved all of the vexatious 
economic problems which give our people 
so much trouble. 

At the present time the farmers of the 
west and south are clamoring for finan- 
cial relief, and they unquestionably need 
it under a banking system which yvirtu- 
ally outlaws them and gives Wall street 
the control of the currency. Still, we have 
farmers who do not complain of hard 
times—farmers whose pockets are lined 
with money all the year round. 

We should make an object lesson of 
this fortunate class of farmers and study 
their methods, As a rule, they arer men 
who diversify their crops, and raise plen- 
ty to eat, whether they produce cotton 
or not. The truckers, for instance, from 
Virginia to Florida, are getting along very 
well. No cry of distress comes from them, 
and they do n@& take as much interest 
as they should in the proposed financial 
legislation, simply because they do not 
feel that they need any. Then, we have 
another class—the cautious, industrious 
farmers who make it a point to live with- 
in their means, even if they have to live 
more plainly for a few years than their 
neighbors. This policy in the course of 
time makes them independent. They 
always have cash on hand, and do not 
have to go in debt for anything. 

Diversified farming, with industry, 
strict economy and judgment will make 
small farmers moderately prosperous, 
whether they live in Maine or Texas, 
Carolina or California. 

It will be said that thousands of our 
agriculturalists have tried to follow this 
course, and have failed to succeed. This 
is true, but among 65,000,000 people in 
any country there will always be many 
who, on account of ill health, unexpected 
misfortunes and mistaken judgment, get 
behind in their affairs. For these unlucky 
ones there is no remedy. 

We have steadfastly maintained that 
the country ueeds financial reform, but 
we cannot ignore the fact that our people 
must change their mode of living and 
working. Until we pay ourselves out of 
debt, and live within our means, and 
abandon the folly of risking everything 
on one crop, no financial legislation will 
give us permanent relief. The farmer who 
now buys northern family and plantation 
supplies will increase his expenditures 
with an ampler supply of currency, and 
will be no better off than he was before. 
If the yankees are to get all our money 
the per capita amount pf circulation 
makes very little difference. 

We are approaching a very critical 
point in our affairs in this section. If we 
go on much longer with the all-cotton 
folly it will be impossible to retrace our 
steps, and the country districts will be 
turned over to negro tenant farmers, 
while the whites will drift to the towns 
and cities or go west. Diversified crops, 
enabling our farmers to live at home, 
will hold them there, and in time the 
natural increase of population aided by 
immigration will give us plenty of home 
markets and home consumers. 

Some will say that we cannot make 
this change—that our debt-ridden farmers

national banks. We need more currency 
to move the crops and facilitate the ex- 
change of products, and we need local 
currency that will not rapidly drift to 
Wall street, but all of these reforms will 
not materially aid us until by forced econ- 
omy and judicious industry we master 
the great art of living at home—living 
within our means and paying as we go! 


Parkhurst’s Mistake.

This is a mistake. The woman in the 
case was not the chief criminal.

The Washington Post says of a bill now be- 
fore congress to regulate the carrying of 
weapons in the District of Columbia: 

“Under this bill it is made a penal offerise 
for any person to carry deadly or dangerous 
weapons concealed about his person, or to 
carry such weapons openly with unlawful in- 
tent, fines of not less than $50 or more than 
$500 or imprisonment not exceeding six 
months, or both, in the discretion of the 
court, being fixed as penalties. There is a 
provision which excepts from the application 
of the act officers and soldiers in the regular 
service, members of the police force, and all 
persons entitled to bear arms in the execution 
of legal process; and exceptions are also made 
of such persons as may be granted permits by 
the magistrates of the police court for limited 
periods on filing with the court such bond as 
may be required. The sale of pistols and other 
dangerous weapons to minors is prohibited, 
and those engaged in the business of selling 
such weapons must first obtain a special li- 
cense from the district commissioners.”

Harry C. Hays, the secretary of the bro- 
therhood, got his first railroad experience 
on the Michigan Central at Detroit as a 
machinist’s apprentice. That was in 1863. 
The same year he began firing an engine. 
Subsequently he went to the Milwaukee 
and Prairie du Chien road, and in 1865 to 
the Missouri Pacific as brakeman. Then 
he went to the Union Pacific and next to 
the L. L. and G. He was given the first 
locomotive which crossed the Kansas river 
to fire. Going back to the Union Pacific 
he had interesting experiences traveling 
backward and forward through a country 
inhabited for the most part by Indians, 
buffalo, deer and bear. He was elected 
first grand assistant engineer in 1887. 

T. S. Ingraham, the first grand engineer, 
now the trusted financier, began his rail- 
road life as a brakeman on the Toledo, 
Wabash and Western railread in October, 
firing an en- 
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gine and the following, 1859, he was given 
a switch engine. He joined the brother- 
hood early in its history and took a deep 
interest in the body. e was elected first 
grand engineer in 1872 at the St. Louis 
convention and he has held it ever since, 

De Toss Everett, second grand engineer, 
learned the machinist trade in Harrisburg, 
Pa. His first employment with a railroad 
had been as a water boy for the Pennsyl- 
vania. After working at his trade for a 
few years he went on the Pennsylvania 
Central as a fireman in 1855. In 1862 he 
was given an engine. For’ time he was 
a third assistant —"s in the United 
States navy. Returning to the Pennsyl- 
vania he _~ elected to his present office 
in 1887 at Chicago.

PRESIDENT COMER EXPLAINS. 


He Says That the Central Railroad Will Be 
Run as a State Institution. 


President Comer, of the Central, was 
in Atlanta a few hours yesterday. He 
came up on traffic business and left at 
4:10 o’clock in the afternoon for Macon, 
where he went to consult with Judge 
Speer. 

Mr. Comer was asked by a Constitution 
reportér if the Central’s policy is to make 
of the company a Savannah corporation 
exclusively. 

“No,” he replied, “the Central will be 
managed as a state institution and try to 
kesp in touch with the sections of Georgia 
which it taps.” 

He went on to say that he thought Rome, 
Columbus, Macon and Montgomery should 
have a representative on the Central's 
board as well as Savannah, Atlanta, 
Augusta and Americus. “But it is abso- 
lutely necessary that we have a quorum of 
the board in Savannah. It often happens 
that a meeting of the board must be called 
on short notice to act on some important 
matter, and unless there is a quorum of 
the directors resident in Savannah the com- 
pany’s interests would suffer.” 

Referring to the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany’s board of directors, all of the va- 
cancies on which were filled with Savannah 
men last week, Mr. Comer said that the 
board contained some New York men whom 
the Central’s directors did not want on. 
Those New York men were asked to re- 
sign, and failing to do it, they were re- 
moved. That is, the Central’s board dis- 
qualified them by transferring the Ocean 
Steamship Company stock which stood in 
their names. The Central owns all the 
Steamship Company’s stock. When the 
Central puts directors on the Steamship 
Company's board some stock is put in their 
names to qualify. The Central's directors 
can take the stock away at any time they 
please. 

While in Atlanta yesterday President 
Comer wrote to the Central Trust Company 
of New York, asking it to send on those 
$800,000 of Savannah and New England 
Steamship Company bonds held in escrow 
and ordered by Judge Speer to be turned 
over to the eustody ef the court. 

President Comer objects to the Central 
Trust Company being given power to vote 
the 42,200 shares of Central stock in the 
coming election. The president of the Cen- 
tral Trust Company is the chairman of the 
committee which is trying to reorganize 
the Terminal’s finances, and, while Mr. 
Comer did not say that he thought the 
Central Trust Company would be _ infly- 
enced by the Terminal, he more than 
looked it..He spoke complimentarily of the 
Central Trust and its officers, but it was 
plain enough that the president of the 
Central Railroad Company is opposed to 
Mr. Olcott voting those 42,200 shares. 

Mr. Hugh Inman’s place on the Central 
board will be filled today.

AND THEY KILL HIM WITH AN IRON BAR, 


Four Negroes Are Now Under Arrest, 
and There May Be a Lynching, 
A Mysterious Case. 


Toccoa, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—Mar- 
shal Carter, who has been the faithful 
guardian of Toccoa for the past ten years, 
was found dead in the middle of the main 
street leading from the depot this morning, 
shortly after daylight. 

The man’s head had been battered to 
pieces, the skull having been broken into 
many fragments, 

Four negroes, well known about town, 


‘are under arrest, and there is every rea- 


son to believe that they are the murderers 
of Marshal Carter. 

And there is just as much reason to be- 
lieve that the marshal was murdered be- 
cause he detected the four negroes trying 
to blow open the Toccoa National bank 
vault last night. 

farshal Carter has been a trusted, hon- 
ored citizen of Toccoa for years and has 
done much yaluable work ‘in preventing 
and detecting crime. Last night he went 
about his work as usual. About 3 o’elock 
this morning Dr. West was called from his 

to visit a very sick patient and went 
to his oftice for some medicine. While the 
doctor was in his office Marshal Carter en- 
— oda ap 
_ “Doctor, I think some one has been - 
ing to break into Howell’s store. Cant 
you lend me a light?” 

Dr. West had only a candle. which he 
gave the marshal who walked out with. it 
burning. Shortly after that, doctor 
encountered the marshal iw the street with 
some one and called to him asking: 

te ho is that you have Carter?” 

Jim Redmond,” was the answer, 

The doctor went on to see his patient, and 
a half hour later passed near the bank on 
his way home. . Half way between the 
bank and the railroad the doctor saw some 
one lying in the street and heard him groan. 
He called to the man, and receiving no 
answer concluded that he was drunk. ‘Then 
he called for Marshal Carter two or three 
times, but receiving no response went home. 

W hen the dead marshal was found this 

morning, he was in the same place Dr. 
West had seen the man whom he thought 
was drunk. 
Shortly after the dead marshal was found 
it was ascertained that the bank had been 
broken open, and that an attempt had been 
made to get into the vault. 

An investigation showed tracks around 
the dead man. Without any trouble the 
tracks were followed to the railroad, and 
in an empty box car was found a long 
piece of iron covered with blood and hair. 

That piece of iron proved to be the tool 
with which the marshal had been killed. 

The tracks were followed from the car 
to Jim Redmond’s home. Redmond was 
there and was arrested. At first he was 
very stolid and indifferent, but subsequent- 
ly talked enough to induce the officers to 
arrest Gus Roberts, Bob Anderson and 
Will Bruce. The stories these three ne- 
groes told were conflicting, and finally re 
sulted in a confession from all that they 
had robbed the bank. 

But every one denied any knowledge of 
the cause leading to the death of the mar- 
hal 


shal. 
The coroner is now holding an inquest.

The encampment site is in full readiness, 
for the military.

The walks have 
all been laid out and the groves and lawns 
cleared. 

The railroad. has run a spur track into 
the very grounds and there will be no 
troublé = about transportation.

The Target Practice Rules. 


Yesterday Lieutenant Satterlee issued 
orders by command of the adjutant gen- 
eral bearing upon the target practice of 
the encampment, which promises to be a 
chief feature of the encampment duties 
this year. ° 

Among other instructions on this line the 
order contains the following: | 

“The preliminary practice at known dis- 
tances will include not more than five 
vshots at 100 yards, five shots at 300 yards, 
and five shots at 500 yards, and for each 
soldier may be entirely or partially omit- 
‘ted in the discretion the company com- 
mander. ' 

“The record or regular practice at known 
distances will comprise one score of five 
shots at each of the ogee 200 and 300 
yards, and two scores of five shots each 
at 500 yards. ; 

“If in practice at 200 and 300 yards, 
any soldier do not attain a total score 
of 30, firing with the rifle, or a total score 
of 25, firing with the carbine, he will not 
be advanced to 500 yards, nor will he en- 
ose fn record practice in individual skir- 


mishing. ‘ 

“If in the foregoing peste at 200, 300 
and 500 yards, any soldier attains a total 
score of (9, firing with the rifle, or a total 
score of (O, firing with the carbine, his 
regular practice will be extended to 600 
og oi where one score of five shots will 


“In all practice the positions assumed in 
firing and the targets employed will be as 
prescribed in the firing regulations and 
under the rules there given. Particular at- 
tention is directed to paragraphs 177 to 
251, inclusive. : : 

“In individual skirmish firing the prelim- 

practice will include as much of that 
& im paragraph 329, firing regula- 
tions, as the ammunition available will per- 
mit. In any case the men will be exer- 
cised in advancing and retreating, estimat- 
ing distances and adjusting sights, taking 
positions and going through the motions of 
loading without cartridges, aiming and pull- 
ing trigger, using the group target, para- 
graph 329, as an objective, until they be- 
come familiar with the principles of skir- 
mishing. 

“The record or regular practice in -in- 
dividual skirmishing will consist of one ad- 
vance and retreat, conducted as prescribed 
in paragraphs 326 and 327, firing regula- 
tions, except that only one shot will be 
fired at each halt, or a total of but ten 
shots in all. 

“In this practice the group target em- 
ployed, the system of scoring and the gen- 
eral methods governing the firing, will be 
as specified in paragraphs 321 to , firing 
a to which special attention is 


“All practice, whether on the local range 
or on that of the general encampment, will 
be under the charge of the company offi- 
cers. In case of necessity, the command 
may be divided into squads and the im- 
mediate instruction gjven by competent 
non-commissioned officers; but every shot 
fired for record during the practice season 
must be fired in the presence and under 
the general supervision of a commissioned 
officer of the company, or some officer 
specially detailed therefor.” 

It would be well for every company in 
Georgia to begin in advance to practice on 
this line of encampment work, since the 
men have never done much target practice 
in military circles of Georgia before.

Service 


I8 A VERY PROMISING ONE INDEED. 


@he Monthly Report of the Weather 
Bureau Giving the Report of the 
Condition of Crops. 


As Bulletined 


During the past week the lists of crop 
reporters co-operating in the preparation of 
these reports have undergone a thorough 
examination and revision with results which 
ere worth noting and which demonstrate 
the lively interest taken in this work. Of 
the original 300 persons who had consent- 
ed to render reports only twenty-four had 
failed to do so and were comsegnen tly 
drop from the lists. The net result af- 
ter dropping these twenty-four has been a 

in of thirty-five over the initial number. 

‘here is no doubt of the success of the sys- 
tem of weather crop reports in Georgia. 

The past week has been marked by an 
almost total absence of rain in all parts of 
the state. In the south there is a serious 
drought, no rain having fallen in some coun- 
ties for seven weeks. The weather has 
been warm and sunshiny and, where the 

ound has not become too dry, has been a 

vorable one for farm work. ; 

Such was the case in the northern counties 
where the farmers have succeeded in mak- 
ing up a godd deal of time lost by the back- 
ward spring. Reports from this Section 
are in general favorable, although light 
rains would be beneficial. The dry weath- 
er has dried out the bottoms so that they 
could be planted. At the same time no 

ermanent injury seems to have resulted 

rom the lack of rain. Relatively the tem- 

perature has been the highest in the north- 
west, that is, the departure from the normal 
has. been greater there than in other por- 
tions of the state. Wheat, oats and corn in 
these northern counties seem to be, as a 
rule, in more than average condition. Cot- 
ton is slow about coming up. The reports 
as to the fruit are encouraging, especial- 
ly as to peaches. 

As we go southward the lands become 
constantly drier and more parched. In 
most of the counties no rain has fallen the 
past week and at many points for more than 
@ month. Oats and cotton have suffered 
most in the driest spots—oats are already 
ruined. Without rain the injury will soon 
be extensive. Cotton has come up poorly 
and shows bad stands on account of the 
drought. Corn has stood the want of rain 
better, but is turning yellow in some places. 
Fruit still promises a fair crop, but in a 
few cases is reported to be drooping for 
want of moisture. The baked condition 
of the soil has brought farm work to a 
standstill on uplands. 

There has been little cloudiness and a 
seasonable heat for the past week through- 
out the southern section of the state. The 
droght, which has now lasted nearly two 
months, has _ seriously damaged oats 
and cotton. Melons, potatoes, rice and 
other minos crops have also suffered much. 
More favorable reports are received as to 
corn. but this in some places is turning 
yellow. The fruit crop, which up to the 
present has promised excellently, is sus- 

ming considerable damage hem the 
ong drought the ground has become so 
baked and hard that plowing is in many 
cases difficult. 


Selected Reports from Correspondents. 


__ Chattooga—Wheat, oats and ss are 
doing well. Fruit promises a full crop. 
Gardens are late but doing well now. Up- 
land corn and cotton are up; bottoms are 
being planted. , 
Cherokee—We have had a fine week for 
farm work.

Madison—This has been a remarkable 
week for farm work. Crops look promis- 
ing. Bottom land corn is being planted. 
The stand of early cotton is generally poor. 

Walton—The week has been without 
rain and all crops are suffering, oats and 
cotton especially. There are bad stands 
of cotton on account of the drought. 

Lincoln—No rain the past week, but it 
is much needed for oats and cotton. The 
ground is teo hard to plow in places. 

Troup—Fall oats are in a bad condition 
and spring oats will be unless it rains. 
Corn in some places is also suffering. Cot- 
ton stands are poor and it is dying for the 
lack of moisture. 

Talbot—Another dry week. Oats are 
badly damaged. Cotton is not coming up 
and corn is not growing. The land is 
bard. A bad week for farmers. 

Webster—The drought is becoming se- 
rious. The small grain crop, I fear, is 
almost a failure. Cotton seed and re- 
planted corn is still mostly in the ground.

Augusta, Ga., May 10.—(Special. erry 
Bunch was killed last night, a after 
12 o’clock, at VonGlahn’s saloon, on_the 
corner of Marbury and Jones streets. Tom 
Richardson, a negro boy twenty-two years 
of age, is in jail on the cha of being the 
murderer. unch was stabbed to death 
mee the entire affair seems to be envelo 

mystery. 

Five men are known to have been wit- 
nesses of the killing, but only one of them 
will talk—he an old colo man, named 
Richard Bugg. It was 12:20 o’clock when 
the fatal blow was struck, and one hour 
and ten minutes later the injured man 
breathed his last. The stabbing took 
place in the yard of the store run by Von- 
Glahn, and Bunch ee from the yard 
out into the street, where he fell to_ the 
ground exhausted from the loss of blood. 

The story is best told by Richard Bugg, 
who was the only one who would _ talk. 
Bugg says he started into the side way to 
Mr. VonGlahn’s room. As he entered the 
gate a white man came out of the door; 
also a negro boy. Without any apparent 
cause, the white man grabbed him and the 
negro boy by the collar. Bugg _ jerked 
loose and got on the steps, leaving the other 
two struggling together. 

In about a minute he saw the boy raise 
his hand, in which was a knife, and strike 
down at the white may» They broke To0sé 
then, the white man staggering out into the 
street, exclaiming: “Oh, I am cut! Oh, I 
am cut!” .Bugg stepped across the street, 
where he was agrested by the police. He 
was taken before the injured man, who was 
lying on the sidewalk. and asked if he was 
the one who did the stabbing. Bunch said 
he was not, which was heard by several by- 
standers. 
lice, then pointed out Tom Richardson as 
the one who did the stabbing. 

The stabbing was done with a carving 
knife ten inches in length. The end of 
the knife was bent when found, as though 
it had struck a bone. The wound was six 
or seven inches in depth, and tHe blade of 
the knife penetrated the right lung. 

Owing to the fact that the police could 
not get any statement from those who saw 
the cutting, Lieutenant Cartledge had Mr. 
VonGlahn, William Brennan and a man 
named Sheppard arrested and committed to 
jail. 


A CUT IN TIME

Carroll. 


Carrollton,Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—A severe 
if not a mortal, cutting affray took place near 
Roopville, eight miles south of Carrollton, at 
Bell’s still yesterday evening, about 4 olclock. 
McKay Bertram and another man were 
drinking some and were quarreling, wneu 
Cliff Perkins came up and remonstrated with 
them about quarreling: McKay made some 
short retort which caused some hot words 
between Perkins and McKay and the lie was 
passed. McKay hit Perkins over the head 
with a piece of lumber, and Perkins drew his 
knife and cut Bertram’s throat from ear to 
ear. Bertram is not dead, but will die. Per- 
kins has skipped the country. 

Perkins is a brother of Byrd Perkins, who 
was killed by Bill Hill, a little over a year ago. 
Bill Hill is under sentence to the peniten- 
tiary for life for this crime. Hill cut John 
Perkins all to pieces at the same time. Bert- 
ram, the cut man, is said to be a very 
quarrelsome fellow when drinking.
